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Market  prices  of  most  fruits  have  remained  very  stable  during  re- 
cent weeks  with  only  those  of  California  navel  oranges  and  California  lemons 
rising  slightly,  reports  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Econom.ics, 

The  California  orange  crop  from  the  1938  bloom  was  decreased  about 
5  million  boxes  and  the  California  lemon  crop  550,000  b'^xes  as  a  result  of 
severe  windstorms  in  mid-February.    Otherwise  the  citrus  supply  situation 
remains  about  the  sam.e  as  a  month  ago.    As  a  result  of  the  relatively  large 
supply  and  low  prices,  exports  of  all  classes  of  citrus  this  season  through 
January  v/ere  substantially  larger  than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
past  2  seasons.       If  the  present  trend  of  exports  continues  through  the 
balance  of  the  season,  total  exports  for  the  marketing  year  will  set  a  new 
high  rei^ord. 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  totaled  15  million  bushels  on  March 
1.     This  quantity,  23  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier,   indicates  that  the 
out-of-storage  movem.ent  for  February  was  slightly  less  than  the  10-year 
average  for  the  month.    Despite  the  smaller  apple  crop  this  season,  ex- 
ports through  January  were  greater  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year . 

Strawberry  production  in  the  early  States  is  indicated  to  be  about 
24  percent  greater  than  in  1938  largely  because  of  a  sharp  increase  in 
Louis  iana . 
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CITRUS  FRUITS 

A  severe  windstorm  in  mid-February  caused  heavy  losses  to  the 
prospective  California  orange  crop  and  a  slight  reduction  in  the  lemon 
crop.     The  losses  amounted  to  about  2.1  million  boxes  of  navel  oranges, 
3.0  million  boxes  of  Valencias  and  548,000  boxes  of  lemons.  Otherwise, 
no  m.ajor  changes  from  a  month  earlier  occurred  in  the  citrus  crop  prospects. 

Although  there  was  a  reduction  in  t>^.e  California  navel  orange  crop, 
the  total  winter  orange  supply  is  still  larger  than  the  large  supply  avail- 
able last  year.     The  reduction  in  the  Valencia  crop,  however,  indicates  that 
the  summer  supply  of  oranges  this  year  will  be  slightly  smaller  than  in  1938. 
The  total  crOo  of  oranges  is  now  indicated  at  75.9  m.illion  boxes  as  com- 
pared with  80.9  million  indicated  a  month  earlier  and  74.5  million  boxes  pro- 
duced last  year. 

The  prospects  for  grapefruit  production  remain  unchanged.  The 
indicated  crop  of  40.9  million  boxes  is  about  32  percent  larger  than  a 
year  earlier. 

Wind-damage  to  California  lemons  reduced  crop  prospects  by  550,000 
boxes.     Current  production  indications  are  for  a  crop  of  10,7  million  boxes, 
only  14  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier. 

Because  of  the  reduction  in  prospective  supplies,  prices  of  Cali- 
fornia navels  and  California  leirions  have  advanced  slightly  in  recent  weeks. 
Prices  of  Florida  and  Texas  oranges  and  grapefruit  have  shown  little  change 
recently. 

Exports  of  citrus  fruits  from  the  United  States  from  the  beginning 
of  the  season  through  January  increased  sharply  over  those  of  the  cor- 
responding periods  of  the  two  previous  seasons.    Orange  exports  totaled 
1,501,000  boxes  for  the  period  from  November  through  January  this  season 
compared  with  859,000  boxes  for  the  corresponding  months  last  season. 
Lemon  exports  in  this  period  totaled  133,000  boxes  against  only  37,000  a 
year  earlier.    Grapefruit  exports  from  September  through  January  totaled 
440,000  boxes  compared  with  263,000  in  the  same  5-month  period  last  season. 

Exports  of  oranges  for  the  entire  1937-38  marketing  season  totaled 
7,597,000  boxes  or  about  3  tim.es  as  large  as  in  193  6-37.     If  orange  exports 
this  season  continue  the  recent  trend,   it  is  probable  that  close  to  15  mil- 
lion boxes  will  be  exported  in  1938-39.      Likewise  the  sharp  in'^rease  in 
grapefruit  exports  this  season  through  Janut.  ry  would  indicate  that  the  total 
for  the  season  will  be  substantially  largerthan  in  1937-38  or  close  to  1.5 
million  boxes.      This  v/ould  compare  with  1.0  million  boxes  in  1936-37.  A 
sharp  increase  in  total  exports  of  lemons  is  also  indicated. 
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APPLES 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  on  March  1  totaled  15  million 
bushels  or  about  4,5  million  bushels  less  than  a  year  earlier  but  about 
1,1  million  more  than  the  10-year  1928-37  average  for  March  1,    About  5,7 
million  moved  out  of  storage  in  February,     This  was  15  percent  less  than  in 
February  1938  and  5  percent  less  than  average  for  the  month.     The  out-of- 
storage  movement  apparently  was  slightly  greater  than  normal  in  the  eastern 
States  but  slightly  less  than  normal  in  the  West, 

Market  prices  of  apples  have  shown  little  change  in  recent  weeks  but 
averaged  substetntially  higher  than  a  year  earlier.      At  principal  shipping 
points  in  the  western  States  prices  of  the  Delicious  variety  tended  to  ad- 
vance while  those  of  the  Winesap  weakened  slightly. 

Exports  of  apples  from  July  through  January  this  season  totaled  8,6 
million  bushels  compared  with  6.9  ifiillioi\  bushels  for  the  corresponding 
period  last  season.    For  ths  entire  marketing  season  of  1937-38  only  11 
million  bushels  were  exported  as  compared  with  the  average  of  13  million 
bushels  for  the  5  years  1931-32  to  1935-36. 

An.  important  factor  in  the  increased  exports  of  apples  in  the  cur- 
rent season  is  the  sharp  increase  over  1937-38  in  exports  of  apples  in 
baskets  t'*  countries  that  heretofore  were  not  important  impoi-ters.  Also 
significant  in  the  expert  situation  is  the  increase  of  total  exports  this 
season  over  1937-38  to  the  United " Kingdom,    This  is  particularly  important 
since  the  total  United  States  apple  crop  in  1938  was  materially  smaller 
than  in  1937,      Usually  apple  exports  change  directly  with  the  change  in 
the  size  of  the  crop, 

STRAWBERRIES 

Strawberry  production  in  the  early  States  for  1939  is  indicated  at 
2,492,000  crates  or  about  24  percent  more  than  in  1938,    A  large  part  of 
the  increase  this  year  is  in  Louisiana  where  production  is  indicated  at 
1,400,000  crates  compared  with  1,100,000  last  year.    Although  there  was  an 
early  bloom  in  this  State,  freezes  in  late  February  caused  considerable 
damage  and  the  crop  was  delayed  about  3  weeks  whereas  shipments  were  ex- 
pected to  start  early  in  March,  it  is  now  expected  that  they  will  not  begin 
to  move  until  around  March  20-25. 

Market  prices  of  stravirberries  have  been  fairly  stable  in  recent  weeks 
at  levels  slightly  below  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  frozen  fruits  on  March  1  totaled  103.2  mil- 
lion pounds  or  about  7  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.     Holdings  of  blue- 
berries and  cherries  on  March  1  were  sharply  lower  than  a  year  earlier  while 
those  of  strawberries  were  sharply  higher,.
